As a result of a long series of 
manurial experiments, it has been 
ascertained that the best manurial 
dressing for the crop is a ‘moderate|® 

lication of farmyard manure— 

ut 15 tens per acre—together 
with 1 cwt sulphate of ammonia, 
4 cwt. superphosphate and 1 cwt,. 
muriate of potash, _ Unfortunately, 
this ideal dressing is not possible 
at the present timé. The manure 
should be placed in the bottom ‘of 
the drill, with the  artificials 
sprinkled on top of it, and then the 
seed dropped, the. ractice. of put- 
ting on the artificia s after the seed 
is placed in the drills ig undesirable, 
as the chemical manures are ‘apt to 
scorch the sprouts, The moment 
the sprouts break through the’ soil 
the drills ‘should be carefully culti- 
yated and moulded up, and this pro- 
cess should be repeated two or three 
times before the haulm meets in the 
drills. Besides keeping down weeds 
this cultivation serves to break any 
lumps that may have been left 
during the preparation of the ground 
for drilling, the potato grows best 
in loose, friable soil. 


PREVENTING. BLIGHT 


Spraying for the prevention of 
prtato blight: should commence! 
about the third week of June, at 
least two sprayings should be 
given, and in a wet season a third 
is desirable ; the interval between 
the sprayings should be between 
two and three weeks. Full details 
about the spraying of potatoes will 
be found in Leaflet No. 14 of the 
Department of Agriculture.

taining 6 per cent. of plants infected 
with Leaf Roll gave a yield: of 18 
tons 11 cwt, per acre, whereas a plot 
with 66 per cent. of plants infected) 
only yielded 6 tons 12 cwt. per acre.
